Army Appropriation Bill 
Carrying $150,000,000 Is 


- Unanimously Favored by 


House Committee. 


WILSON SOON TO SIGN 
REORGANIZATION BILL 


Special Rule Is Adopted 
Whereby House Will Vote 
on Naval Bill Not Later 


Than Next Friday. 


Washington, May 25.—All three of 
the administration's big preparedness 
measures moved forward a step to- 
ward enactment today. 

The army appropriation bill, carry- 
ing $150,000,000, was agreed upon by 
the house military committee; demo- 
cratic leaders of the house prepared a 
epecial rule under which the naval 
appropriation bill wil! be. taken up in 
the house next Monday or Tuesday to 
be voted on not later than Friday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, and the Hay- 
Chamberlain army reorganization bill, 
already passed by both houses of con- 
gress, was sent to President Wilson 


for his signature. 

Secretary Baker now is going over 
the reorganization bill, and as soon 
as he makes a report the president is 


expected to sign it. 

General debate on the naval bill 
will be limited to eight hours or less 
in the special rule to be presented to 
the house, but the entire measure will 
be read and amendments may be of- 
fered at any time. The republicans 
will make a fight for a larger build- 
ing program, in accordance with their 
minority report submitted today. The 
democratic leaders are confident, how- 
ever, that the bill with its program 
including provision for five great bat- 
tie cruisers will be passed by a sub- 
stantial majority. 

Army Bill Approved. 

The army appropriation bill was 
unanimously agreed upon by the com- 
mittee and ordered reported to the 
house. It includes the appropriations 
for carrying out the reorganization 
provisions of the Hay-Chamberlain bill 
and is the largest regular army supply 
bill in the history of congress. It is 
an increase of about $49,000,000 over 
last year’s bill. 

The bill wil] be submitted to the 
house by Chairman Hay hext T vy. 
but, according to Mr. Hay, will not 
come up for consideration in the house 
until after the national political con- 
ventions. 

The national guard gets nearly $25,- 
000,000 in the appropriation bill to carry 
its reorganization into effect. The ex- 
pansion of the regular army causes an- 
other notable increase and another im- 
portant feature in the embodiment in 
the appropriation bill, ag a rider of the 
Hay bill, to provide for the creation for 
@ council of executive information for

This council would consist of the sec- 
retaries of war, navy, interior, agricul- 
ture, commerce and labor.

000 is to be immediately available for 
experimental work. 


Million for Airships. 


For purchases and repair of airships 
the bill provides $1,000,000, which is in 
addition to large sums appropriated for 
aviation in recent deficiency appropria- 
tion bills. It is planned to add to the 
army equipment some slightly armored 
machines with larger carrying capacity. 

There is an appropriation of $300,000 
to purchase land at San Diego for an 
aviation school and training grounds 
of the signal corps. 

. The bill appropriates $150,000 to pro- 
cure twelve armored automobiles, thirty 
shielded motorcycles with side cars, fif- 
teen motorcycle side car ammunition 
caissons and other accessories along 
lines learned in European warfare. The 
war department plans to experiment 
with mounting a light fleld piece on 
these armored cars. 

Equipment of the army and national 
guard with a new type of automatic 
machine gun is provided for. The army 
would get $1,400,000 for 447 of these 
guns and similar provision is made for 


“Boll Weevil Sent 
By Lord to Correct 
Folly of Farmers” 


This Is View Taken by W. 
S. Witham, Who Urges 
Bankers to Buy Hereford 
Bulls to Aid Planters. 


Declaring that certain bank cashiers 
“are simply short above the eyes, and 
don’t understand how helping others to 
get rich increases their deposits,” W. 5. 
Witham, head of a chain of 155 country 
banks in Georgia and Florida, has sent 
to the local head of each of his banks 
an exhortation to boost the cattle busi- 
ness in his locality. 

Mr. Witham is a Hereford cattle en- 
thusiast, a charter member of the re- 
cently formed Georgia Hereford Cattle 
Breeders’ association, and he points to 
the Hereford breed of the _ bovine 
species as being the salvation of the 
south, 

The unusual circular is a character- 
istic one, and bristling with pointed, 
outspoken epigrams. 

In part is follows: 

‘To your board of directors: 

“Chioroform the scrub. 

“It costs no more to keep a good cow 
that brings ten cents a pound as beef, than 
one than brings three cents a pound. 

“The Hereford calves will bring your 
farmers $100 to $300 each as against $3.75 
for a scrub calf. Why liet your farmer fool 
away time and money on scrubs? Stop 
it. 

“Ten common cows and one Hereford bull 
will make a farmer more money than many 
acres of’ best cotton. 

“As the Lord sent the locust to correct 
the sins of the Egyptians, so has He sent 
the boll weevil to correct the folly of the 
Georgia farmers and to drive them into di- 
versification. 

“I think your board of directors should 
buy, and your bank should pay for, a good 
Hereford bull, to be crossed with the com- 
mon cows belonging to, your farmer cus- 
tomers, the cost to be $300 instead of $30 
to $50, the regular price. Better give the 
service free than not at all. 

‘Stand that animal in front of your bank 
with a thirty-word lettered story of him 
hung over his back. 

“I am vsending this letter to al! of our 
cashiers, although there are a few cashiers 
who give no thought to helping others, and 
to the uplift of their community. 


GIRARD OFFICERS FEAR 
BUOZE WILL BE BURNED 


Notices Inquiring of Ownership 
Will Be Posted Today by 
Justices of the Peace. 


Columbus, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)— 
The assertion by the civil authorities 
that the contraband goods in Girard 
are sure to be burned and the declara- 
tion on the part of the attorneys rep- 
resenting certain of the owners of the 
zoods that it is going to be fought 
to the highest courts.in the land on 
the illegetity of the seizures, featured 
today in the “border situation.” 

Recént seizures, among the the large 
one made yesterday afternoon of fully 
$100,000 worth in a place where officers 
had once passed up, are all being 
moved to the warehouses, while the 
heavy military guard is being kept up. 

Daring thefts of the liquor confiscat- 
ed show one necessity of keeping the 
troops in Girard. Notices are to be 
posted tomorrow as to when the own- 
ers of the whisky and beer are to be 
commanded to appear before the justice 
of the peace of the precinct, to show 
cause why the liquor should not be 
destroyed. This will start the legal 
part of the fight. 

A still large enough to hold five hun- 
dred gallons set up with brick, smoke- 
stack, etc., was found within five miles 
of Columbus by state officers today. 
Thirty barrels of beer were destroyed 
near the still. This is the second in 
two days found in the country and 
it was owned by Charles Miller. No 
arrest was made.

INVAN URGES USE. 
OF AX ON FORCE

Chairman of the Finance 
Committee Says Depart- 
ments Are Now Overbur- 
dened With Employees. 


COMMITTEE PLANS CUT 
IN POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Fewer Officers Are Needed 
Since Prohibition, Say the 
Members—Pleas Are Made 
for School Improvements. 


Requests for $5,000 for additions to 
the Milton Avenue schoel, $1,580 for 
two additional rooms for the Green- 
wood Avenue school, $15,000 for a lot 
for a new school on Moreland avenue, 
$2,800 for the payment for plans and 
specification: for the plaza plan over 
the tracks inside the city in the down- 
town section, $6,000 for the Southeast- 
ern fair for water mains, and a re- 
quest for $1,000 from Councilman 
George P. Freeman, to allow the em- 
ployees of the city stockade a vaca- 
tion of two weeks this summer with 
full pay, were presented to the finance 
committee yesterday at their first ses- 
sion. 

The committee convened at 10 o'clock 
in the morning and reconvened at 2:30 
o'clock in the afternoon to consider 
the apportionments for the June fi- 
nance gheet. The day was consumed 


in going over the estimates of Graham 
West, chief clerk in the comptroller's 
office relative to the receipts and dis- 
bursements for the ensuing half year. 

The committee will meet again at 10 

o'clock this morning. 
Will Chop Expenses. 

In was the general opinion of the 
committee that the city must find some 
way to cut down their apportionments 
to meet the estimated receipts. The 
table presented by the chief clerk 
showed that the income of the city was 
now about $304,000 short of the appro- 
priations according to the figures of 
the January sheet and the estimated 
expense of the different departments. 

When the estimate from Graham 
West was first presented Mayor Wood- 
ward, who was present in the com- 
mittee meeting, remarked to the mem- 
bers, “One of two things must be done 
You must either cut down the ex- 
penses or increase the city’s revenue 
and as the latter is hardly possible I 
see nothing left but the first course.” 
Chairman Edward Inman replied, 
There is not # department in the city 
that is not overburdened with men 
They are all organized to carry the 
peak load and conditions of that kind 
don’t exist more than one-quarter of 
the time. The remainder of the time 
these men are sitting around doing 
nohing. I am in favor of cutting down 
the number of employees in every de- 
partment.”’ 

During the rest of the meeting the 
question of cutting down the number 
of city employees was referred to sev- 
eral times, but no definite action was 
taken by the committee. 


Abandon Street Work. 
Members of the committee Present 
during the afternoon session pledged 
themselves to give back to the sheet 


money appropriated in their wards for 
streets that have not been begun or 
that have not been advertised. If the 
council members will meet the com- 
mittee with the same action it is very 
probable that several thousand dollars 
will be added to the sheet for other 
purposes. 

During the meeting it was tentative- 
ly decided to cut off $1,000 from the 
fire department for new hose, $500 from 
the detention hospital payroll, $1,400 
from the city stockade for clothes and 
provisions, $2,000 from the city warden 
for general charities and the cutting 
off of several men from the police 
force, it being the sense of the com- 
mittee that the number of men in this 
department was now much greater 
than the need since prohibition went 
into effect. 

A raise in salary was requested by 
the city hall custodian, and 'by one or 
two others in the city employ. Their 
requests were taken under advisement 
by the committee. 

A large delegation of citizens ap- 
peared before the committee in the 
interest of the. different school re- 
quests. Members of the chamber’ of 
commerce appeared in the interest of 
the Moreland avenue school and in the 
interest of the plaza plan. Ivan E. Al- 
len appeared in the interest of the 
Southeastern Fair association. 


Urge Needs of. Schools. 


A delegation of ladies was present, 
headed by Mrs. George Obear, asking 
for funds for the Moreland avenue 
school. Mrs. Obear pointed out that 
if the committee would set aside the 
money asked, or even borrow funds 
sufficient to meet the request, they 
could pay interest on the money with 
the sum now used for renting the pres- 
ent very inadequate building for which 
the city pays rent at $100 per month. 

R. J. Guinn appeared for the Milton 
avenue school and presented the offer 
of the Exposition Cotton mills of a 
free lot to be used for a school in the 
fifth ward, the building to have cer- 
tain requirements. He urged the ac- 
ceptance of the offer. The lot ad- 
joins the mills property and fronts 
about 350 feet on Marietta street and 
about 250 feet on Ashby street. 

‘Councilman W. H. Johnson told the 
committee that he did not favor either 
site, particularly, but wanted to give 
the people of the community what 
they desired, and felt that they wanted 
the lot on the Howell mill road for 
eae council has set aside the sum of 
$7,500. 

About the only proposition that re- 
ceived favor from the committee was 
the request of the chamber of com- 
merce, through V. H. Kriegshaber, for 
the plaza plan. He urged on the com- 
mittee the necessity of adopting this 
plan at once if the plaza project was 
to be assured the city, as the state is 
preparing to re-lease the Western and 
Atlantic property, and if the lease is 
granted without the plan going into 
a the project would be forever 
dead.

WILL ASK CREATION

County Commissioners 
Agree on Bill and Plan 
Campaign to Pass Measure 
in Legislature. 


“This is the biggest thing confront- 
ing the state today,” declared Charles 


preparation yesterday in the rooms of 
the state chamber of a Georgia high- 
way commission bill at a joint meeting 
of committees representing the asso- 
ciation of county commissioners, the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce and the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

It was with the statement of Judge 
Moses Wright, of Rome, that “it is a 
matter of only a few years before the 
United States government will be 
spending more money on public roads 
than on battleships,” that the good 
roads fight, which many declare will 
prove hal in the history of Geor- 
gia, as actually and actively 
launched. 

With a few minor alterations, the 
bill submitted by the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce was unanimously 
adopted, and it will be introduced at 
the forthcoming session of the legis- 
lature as a substitute for the pending 
bill, which is the house highways com- 
mittee’s substitute for both the An- 
drews and the Elders bills, introduced 
at the last session. 

Wright Made Chairman. 

The joint conference got down to 
business Thursday afternoon by electing 
Judge Moses Wright permanent chair- 
man, and Dr. Charles M. Strahan, Ath- 
ens, dean of the school of engineering 
of the University of Georgia, tempo- 
rary secretary. 

Just previous to the close of the 
meeting the chairman appointed C. L. 
Davis, W. T. Winn and E. Y. Clarke 
as a committee to finish the draft of the 
bill according to the changes made in 
it during its adoption paragraph by 
paragraph. Judge Wright was elected 
permanent chairman of the committee 
and E. Y. Clarke permanent secretary. 

It was Mr. Davis who precipitated the 
real work of the session by introdicing 
for the conference’s consideration the 
bill which had been prepared by a spe- 
cial committee of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, of which committee he 
was chairman. In a brief presentation 
speech he called attention to the salient 
features of the measure, and to the 
need for a state highway commission. 
The bill, which had been worked out 
by Mr. Davis, assisted by Judge Wright, 
and Judge John Ai Smith, of Gaines- 
ville, represented months of hard study

FAGTIONS UNITED 
UN IRISH QUESTION 


Lloyd-George, Again Called 
Upon in Great Crisis, Will 
Try to Bring Permanent 


| Understanding. 


London, May 25.—The house of com- 
imons has rarely seen a demonstration 
of greater unity than was displayed 
ithis afternoon when the leaders of all 
‘factions flocked to the standard of the 
prime minister in an effort to achieve 
a lasting settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion. 

This was the more remarkable be- 
cause a heated and acrimonious debate 
it had been predicted would follow 
Premier Asquith’s expected statement 
regarding the situation and the govern- 
ment’s proposals for a solution of the 
problem. Mr. Asquith’s speech took an 
unexpected turn for, instead of giving 
details, he made an earnest plea for the 
settlement of the Irish question by 
agreement among the contending par- 
ties in Ireland and announced that 
David Lloyd-George had undertaken 
the delicate task of bringing the hostile 
factions together. 

The premier concluded with an ap- 
peal that for a time all debate on the 
question both in the house of commons 
and outside be suspended, in view of 
the adverse effect such argument 
might have on the difficult undertak- 
ing facing the government. 

The premier’s speech was heard with 
intense interest ‘by the members and he 
had scarcely resumed his seat when 
John Redmond, the nationalist leader, 
arose and acquiesced in the premier’s 
request, adding, with a voice filled with 
emotion, his ardent desire for a solu- 
tion of the difficulties of his country. 

Mr. Redmond was quickly followed 
by his political arch enemy, Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, who tendered his sup- 
port to the proposition and by the in- 
dependent Irish leader, William O’Brien 
who did likewise. 

These speeches effectively obliterat- 
ed party lines for the moment and 
those members who had come prepared 
to attack the government fell in with 
the leaders and the question was drop- 
ped. 

David Lloyd-George, stepping tempo- 
rarily from the ministry of munitions 
to a sort of round-table conference to 
settle the Irish difficulty, is a strik- 
ing illustration of how at all the great 
‘crises and emergencies during the 
war this statesman has come ¢to the 
front as a strong man and saviour of 
the country. In the early days of the 
war he gained an enviable reputation 
in the eyes of the men of all parties 
for his capable handling of the na- 
tion’s finances and then came ¢o the 
rescue in the military emergency as 
head of the ministry of munitions to 
provide the army with shells. Lately 
it was undoubtedly his forceful per- 
sonality which converted the country, 
in the face of the strongest opposi- 
tion, to universal military service.

IN WITHERING FIRE, 
TEUTONS PENETRATE 
TRENCHES OF ENEMY 


Germans Gain at But One 
Point After Being Checked 
With Heavy Losses at Oth- 
er Sections. 


ROME REPORTS REPULSE 
OF AUSTRIAN ATTACKS 


Germans Win a _ Russian 
Trench Near Dalen Island 
But Are Soon Dislodged 
by Counter Attack. 


London, May 25.—The _ battle of 
Verdun continues unabated. On both 
sides of the Meuse river, northeast and 
northwest of the fortress, the Ger- 
mans are keeping up their unprece- 
dented bombardments and vicious in- 
fantry attacks, while the French are 
replying to the German guns vir- 
tually shot for shot, and under a with- 
ering fire, holding the Germans at al- 
most every point. 

One more gain, however, has been 
made by the Germans. After recaptur- 
ing Fort Douaumont§ and taking 
trenches south and southwest of the 
fort, the Germans to the west have oc- 
cupied a section of French trenches 
after a series of attacks, in all of 
which they were repulsed with heavy 
casualties except the one where they 
penetrated the French lines. 

Around Douaumont a heavy artil- 
lery duel is in progress, and northwest 
of Verdun the Germans have Increased 
their artillery fire against the French 
on Hill 304, probably preparatory to 
another infantry attack for posses- 
sion of this much-fought-for vantage 
point. 

A German attack against the Rus- 
sians west of Dalen Island gave them 
momentarily the possession of a Rus- 
sian advanced trench, a counter-at- 
tack by the Russians dislodging the 
invaders. 

An attempt by the Teutons to ad- 
vance against the Russians north of 
Olyka station, southeast of Lutsk, was 
repused by. the Russians. 


ITALIANS REPULSE 
AUSTRIAN ATTACKS. 


In the region southeast of Trent 
and across the border in Italy, Rome 
reports the repulse of Austrian at- 
tacks and the throwing back of the 
attackers in disorder. In the Astico- 
Posina region the Italians are replying 
effectively to the bombardment of the 
Austrians. In the Asiago-Sugana val- 
ley district the situation is unchanged. 

Petrograd reports a junction of Rus- 
sian troops with the British forces 
in the region of Kut-el-Amara. The 
Russians came from the region of 
Kermanshah and _  Kasr-I-Shirin, in 
Persia, northeast of Bagdad. This an- 
nouncement probably refers to the 
force of Cossacks which was officially 
reported several days ago from Lon- 
don to have joined the British. 

In connection with the fighting near 
the Persian front, Constantinople re- 
ports that the Turks have stopped the 
advance of the Russians in the region 
of Kasr-I-Shirin and also defeated 
Russian detachments at Sulamanish, 
north of Kasr-I-Shirin. 

Unofficial advices from Athens say 
that a heavy bombardment and infan- 
try actions have taken place from 
Doiran to Gievgeli, on the Macedonian 
front, and that entente allies have 
dropped bombs on_ several towns in 
Serbia held by the Teutonic allies. 

King George has signed the military 
service bill, under which all males be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 41 years 
may be called to the colors.

Waite Calmly Describes 
Using Germs and Poison 


To Kill Wife’s Relatives 


Admits Feeding Deadly 
Bacteria to Miss Katherine 
Peck, Mrs. Waite’s Wealthy 
Aunt and His Own Bene- 
factor. 


GAVE MR. PECK SPRAY 
OF DIPHTHERIA GERMS; 
TRIED POISONOUS GAS 


Finally Administered Ar- 
senic and Chloroform to 
Father-in-Law—Gave Mrs. 
Peck Millions of Germs. 
Tells of Studio Companion. 


New York, May 25.—Dr. Arthur War- 
ren Waite calmly recounted on the 
witness stand tonight in an effort to 
save himself from conviction for the 
murder of his father-in-law, John E. 
Peck, by showing that he was of un- 
sound mind, how he attempted to 
cause the death of Miss Katherine 
Peck, the wealthy aunt of his wife, and 
his own benefactor, by feeding her dis- 
ease germs. He also told of trying 
to kill his wife’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John E. Peck, in the same way before 
resorting to poison as a more effective 
means. He testified, in addition,’ re- 
garding his relations with Mrs. Mar- 
garet Horton, his “studio’’ companion. 

Waite said he put ground glass in 
a can of marmalade and gave it to 
Miss Katherine Peck prior to his mar- 
riage. He also put disease germs in a 
can of fish and gave that to her. Aft- 
erward he frequently gave her vari- 
ous germs, including typhoid, while he 
was studying bacteriology. 

He tried to produce the germs him- 
self, he said, but his cultures failed 
and he purchased them. He was able 
to buy germs of dipththeria, pneumo- 
nia, influenza, spinal meningitis and 
other diseases. 

“What did you want of the germs”’ 
was asked. 

“I wanted to give them to certaih 
people,” he replied. 

Getms Wouldn’t Work. 

The trouble with the germs, Waite 
said, was that they were not virulent 
enough. He began to take an interest 
in bacteriology long before his mar- 
riage, he explained. After he had given 
germs to Miss Peck for a while he 
became discouraged, he asserted, be- 
cause of his lack of success. He put 
the germs in her food, but he denied 
that he gave her. arsenic. 

“Was there any arsenical fly paper 
in her room?” the dentist was asked. 

“Oh, yes,” he answered. ‘I read some- 
where of an arsenical fly paper which 
if treated and put in a person's pocket 
would cause death, so 1 gut some and 
put it in her room.” 

“Did you administer 
to Mrs. Peck?” 

“Yes, soon after she arrived. I had 
been working on them for some time 
and had them all ready for her.”

He had given Mrs. Peck millions of 
germs, he said. 

Asked how many kinds of germs he 
administered to Mr. Peck, Waite re- 
plied: 

“Typhoid, diphtheria, pneumonia and 
others. I gave him a spray and put 
diphtheria and later pneumonia germs 
in it and had him spray his throat ev- 
ery time he went out. They had no ef- 
fect and I tried to make them stronger. 

Tried Poisonous Gas. 

“I put water in the sheets of his bed 
so that he would catch cold, but he 
didn’t. I also put a chemical compound 
in his room which would create a poi- 
sonous gas, but it failed to produce 
results. One night I turned on the

The trial was adjourned at 10 o'clock 
until tomorrow morning. 

The young dentist was preceded on 
the witness stand by his father, War- 
ren W. Waite, and his brothers, Frank 
and Clyde. The father told of a taint 
of insanity in his family. All three 
related incidents in the defendant’s life 
designed to show that he was peculiar 
even as a boy, and that his thievery 
always was a problem for the family. 

His Pecultarities Described. 

The testimony of relatives was sup- 
plemented by the depositions of family 
friends and college classmates of Waite, 
who told of his thefts and peculiarities. 
Walter R. Deuel, counsel for the de- 
fense, in his examination of witnesses 
and by the depositions, sought to show 
that Waite was mentally unsound. 

Waite seemed calm when he took the 
witness stand. He smiled almost con- 
stantly during his examination, but ap- 
peared resigned and not defiant. He 
commenced his life story by recalling 
that as a child he was cruel to animals. 
He yawned as he told of shirking home 
work in his school days. Then he re- 
counted how he stole examination pa- 
pers, copied from the papers of his 
classmates, stole from every one for 
whom he worked as a boy and then 
robbed his fraternity brothers while at- 
tending the University of Michigan. His 
face flushed as he recounted some of 
the escapades of his Student days. 

His thefts during his freshman year 
at college totaled $500, he said. He 
was expelled from his fraternity while 
a sophomore for stealing, but was re- 
instated in his senior year. In his sec- 
ond college year he paid part of his 
expenses by waiting on table and car- 
ing for a furnace. At that time he 
began to attend church regularly, al- 
though he had no religious convictions. 
He asserted, however, that he did not 
steal during the time he was a church 


' attendant.

After leaving college he told of a 
trip through Canada where he made 
his living by cheating at pool. He 
then went to Scotland, where he took 
a special course in Edinburgh univer- 
sity. He said he “doctored” his di- 
ploma from the University of Michi- 
gan so he could. get credit for certain 
studies and thereby shorten his course 
in dentistry. 

From Edinburgh Waite went to South 
Africa, where he traveled for a den- 
tal supply house. He said he stole 
$1,500 from his employers the first 
year and increased the amount each 
year of the five he worked for them. 
He told of hushing by the payment 
of a small sum a scandal in which he 
was involved with a young woman.

Washington, May 25.—One hundred 
and sixteen Texas militiamen who 
failed to respond to the call for service 
on the Mexican border will be court- 
martialed by order of President Wilson. 
They will be subject to fines or impris- 
onment, as the court may direct, with 
the approval of the president. 

Secretary Baker announced today 
that the guardsmen would’ be tried 
promptly under the Dick law, reversing 
@ previous decision to delay action in 
order to deal with the cases under the 
new Hay-Chamberlain army reorgan- 
ization bill. The president himself will 
appoint the court-martial and Major 
General Funston has been instructed 
to recommend its members, a majority 
of whom must be officers of the Texas 
national guard. 

So far no steps have been taken to- 
ward prosecuting New Mexico and 
Arizona guardsmen who, like the Tex- 
ans, have failed to “present themselves 
for muster.” A further report from 
General Funston regarding them is 
awaited. 

May Extend Proceedings. 

San Antonio, Texas, May 25.—Trial 
by court-martial of the Texas militia- 
men who failed to present themselves 
for muster when called for service with 
the regular army on the border, may 
result in similar proceedings in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. 

It was indicated at General Funston’s 
headquarters today that the militia or- 
ganizations in those states were far 
more demoralized than in Texas. The 
fact that only a few more than one 
hundred failed in Texas when the call 
came was regarded by officers here as 
indicating a high morale of the Texas 

uardsmen, but in Arizona only five of- 

cers and seventy men have been sworn 
into the regular service. The situation 
in (New Mexico was reported to be 
somewhat better.

Washington, May 25.—A_ resolution 
requesting the president, unless incom- 
patible with the public interest, to 
suggest to warring nations of Europe 
that the United States mediate between 
the combatants was introduced lats to- 
day by Senator Lewis. The resolution, 
at his request, will lie on the table for 


discussion later. 

The resolution would authorize the 
resident to propose that the _ bel- 
igerents declare a truce and that each 
of them select a neutral country as 
its representative on a board of arbi- 
tration thus created; each selected neu- 
tral would name one member of the 
board over which the president or his 
representative would preside as referee. 
Under the plan each belligerent would 
present its demands or claims to the 
board, which would be authorized to 
arrive at an equitable adjustment. 

The resolution recites that it is 
suggested as an expression of the de- 
sire for world peace and not of fa- 
voritism for any of the belligerents. 


Opinion of President. 

President Wilson told callers today 
that the intervention of a neutral in 
behalf of peace in Europe could rest 
only on a mutual understanding by the 
belligerents that terms to be arranged 
are to conserve the interests of 211, and 
of the world at large, rather than those 
of a particular nation or group of na- 
tions among the warring powers. 

Mr. Wilson did not disclose any defi- 
nite plan of action he may have formu- 
lated in regard to peace, nor authorize 
a formal statement of his attitude. 
His callers gained an impression, how- 
ever, that the president would entertain 
suggestions that he extend his good 
offices to the belligerents to bring 
about mney only when the conditions 
he outlined were likely of fulfillment. 

Those who discussed the general sub- 
ject of peace with Mr. Tilson con- 
strued his remarks as probably fore- 
casting to some extent wikee he will say 
here later in the week, addressing the 
League to Enforce Peace. The impres- 
sion has obtained in official circles that 
his remarks at that time would have 
an important bearing on the peace dis- 
cussions recently in Bertin and London, 
as well as in the American press. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out to his callers 
that there are many elements in the 
situation in Europe, all of which must 
be taken into account in consideration 
of peace proposals. While he is eager 
to see the conflict ended as soon as pos- 
sible, the white house visitors were able 
to gather no impression that a move 
by the United States to bring it about 
is in immediate prospect at least. 

Suggestion Is Favored. 

Berlin, May 26.—(Via London.)—A 
wireless dispatch from the United 
States giving the substance of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s speech at Charlotte, N. 
C., in which he referred to the possi- 
bility of American mediation in the 
war, is given the place of hhonor in the 
morning papers.

chio. 

“Between Val Arsa and Posina the 
enemy, after having kept our positions 
at Psaubio under’ violent bombard- 
ment, launched a night attack with 
strong columns of infantry. These 
were mowed down by our fire and 
thrown back in disorder. 

“Between Posina and the Astico, the 
enemy unmasked his heavy artillery 
along the Monte Maggio-Toraro line, 
but our guns replied effectively. The 
sector of Asiago and the Sugana valley 
is unchanged. On the remainder of the 
front to the sea there has been inter- 
mittent artillery activity. Our guns 
caused an explosion in a munitions de- 
pot behind Monte San Michele.” 


FRENCH REPULSED 


AT CUMIERAS. 

Berlin, May 25.—(By Wireless to Sav- 
ville.)—The repulse of three counter 
attacks by the French on the village of 
Oumieres, to the west of the Meuse on 
the Verdun front, was announced by the 
war office today. 

The capture of additional French 
trenches southwest and south of Fort 
Douaumont, and the recapture of the 
Haudremont quarry by the Germans are 
also reported. 

All-day attacks by the French on the 
German lines in the Caillette wood, 
southeast of Fort Douaumont, in which 
the French met with severe losses were 
beaten off by the Germans, who report 
the capture of more than 850 prisoners 
and 14 machine guns. 

The statement follows: 

“Western Front—German airmen at- 
tacked British torpedo boats and patrol 
boats off the Flanders coast. 

“West of the Meuse three enemy 
counter attacks against the village of 
Cumleres failed. 

“To the east of the Meuse our regi- 
ments, taking advantage of the guc- 
cesses Of the day before yesterday, ad- 
vanced further and captured enemy 
trenches southwest and south of Fort 
Douaumont. We recaptured the quarry 
gouth of the Haudremont farm. 

“In the Caillette wood the enemy at- 
tacked our positions during the whole 
day without attaining the least suc- 
cess. The enemy suffered very heavy, 
sanguinary losses. In addition we cap- 
tured more than 8650 prisoners and 14 
machine guns. 

“An enemy biplane was shot down 
near St. Souplet, and another over

ITALIANS ADMIT 
SITUATION GRAVE. 


Rome, May 25.—(Via Paris.)—The 
situation on the front along the high 
plateau of Arsiero is still grave, but it 
igs not alarming, says a semi-official an- 
nouncement issued here today con- 
cerning the Austro-Hungarian attempt 
to widen the only line occupied on 
Italian territory. 

The Italian military authorities, it 
is added, have taken all necessary 
measures to prevent a further Aus- 
trian advance and are organizing a 
counter offensive. 

The civilian population which evac- 
uated the districts of Arsiero and Asi- 
ago and the smaller neighboring vil- 
lages is being taken care of by the 
government. 


300 METERS GAINED 
BY KAISER IN MONTH. 


Paris, May 25.—Inspection made by 
military authorities of maps of the 
Verdun region shows that within the 
last month German gains on the west 
bank of the Meuse from Cumieres to 
Avocourt average a depth of 300 me- 
ters. The line eastward from the riv- 
er is substantially the same as it was 
a month ago. 


BRITISH STEAMSHIP 
SUNK BY SUBMARINE. 


London, May 25.—The British steam- 
ship Washington, of 5,080 tons gross, 
has been sunk by a submarine, accord- 
ing to an announcement made today 
at Lloyd’s Shipping agency. 

On her last eastern trip across the 
Atlantic the Washington left Newport 
News April 12 and Norfolk two days

there is little doubt that Germany is 
willing to consider a tender of good of- 
fices to inaugurate peace negotiations.

There ig equally little doubt 
that the great masses of the people, 
aside from the professional hotspurs 
in the newspaper offices, would will- 
ingly see America in the role of peace 
intermediary, despite the persisting 
bitterness over the munitions question.

A real estate sale of special impor- 
tance in denoting the large profits to 
be made in Atlanta property has just 
been disclosed in recorded business at 
the courthouse. 

A local agent, whose name is with- 
held, sold for W. R, Brown, of Fort 
Valley, Ga., to W. F. Winecoff and H. 
kK. Stanford, what is Known as the 
Smythe property at No. 409 Peachtree 
street, adjacent to the St. Luke’s Epis- 
copal church on the south. 

No consideration was disclosed ex- 
cent a nominal one; however, it is un- 
derstood, that a handsome figure was 
paid for the property. 

A local agent etated during the day 
that he had sold this property three 
times withm the last six years, when 
he first sold the property for Mrs. 
Smythe to John Pappa for a considera- 
tion of $26,000. Mr. Pappa in turn sold 
it through the same agent to Edgar 
Dunlap fof a consideration of $32,000, 
and Mr. Dunlap occupied the place as 
his home for some time. He, in turn, 
sold it at a handsome profit to W. R. 
Brown, of Fort Valley, the considera- 
tion being $90,000. 

The Smythe property consists of a 
two-story brick and stone dwelling on 
a lot fronting 60 feet on the east 
side of Peachtree street between Qur- 
rier and Pine streets, and having a 
depth of 200 feet. 

This is the parcel that a number of

by the governor, and shall not be hold- 
ers of any other official position with 
the state government. The third mem- 
ber of the commission shall be the 
ldean of the civil engineering school 
of the University of Georgia. 

Dr. Charles M. Strahan, the present 
dean of the school, introduced a reso- 
lution to make the third member also 
appointive by the governor, but spe- 
cifying that he must be a civil engineer. 
His motion was defeated. He then 
pleaded with the commission from a 
personal standpoint, to change the 
bill in this respect in view of the fact 
that he is at present dean of the civil 
engineering department of the univer- 
sity and was by invitation in at- 
tendance on the meeting. His request 
was not granted. 

No Salaries for Members. 

The bill provides that the commis- 
sioners shall be paid no salary, (‘but 
that they shall draw $10 per day dur- 
ing the time of their actual service on 
the commission, the total of the above, 
however, not to exceed $400 per year, 
or forty full days’ service, and their 
actual expenses while in-the work. 

It provides for a_ state highway 
engineer to draw a salary not in ex- 
cess of $400 per month, who is to be 
the secretary of the commission and 
under its direction. 

Funds for the support of the com- 
mission and its work are to be dee 
rived from the automobile license tax, 
and this tax is to be paid to the com- 
mission instead of to the secretary of 
state as is now the law. 

The bill makes it obligatory on the 
prison commission to furnish to the 


state highway commission fifteen per 


cent of the felony convicts of the 
state, and these are to be divided into 
ten gangs of from thirty-five to fifty 
men each. 

The bill has many other minor fea- 

tures, but these are the salient points 
which were finally adopted. 
Walter P. Andrews, of Atlanta, sub- 
mitted to the committee his bill and 
urged the adoption of it, and later in 
the meeting J. N. Hazlehurst submitted 
a bill as chairman of the special com- 
mittee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce. An animated discussion of vari- 
ous features of the different bills fol- 
lowed, after which the committee ad- 
journed for luncheon, which had been 
prepared in compliment to those at- 
tending the meeting by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Bill Is Adopted. 


Promptly at 2 o’clock the committee 
reassembled in the committee room of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce and 


bers of the legislative committee of 
the County Commissioners’ association, 
it was decided to take up first the 
bill of the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce, submitted by Dr. Davis, and 
reading the same paragraph by para- 
graph, to pass on, discuss and adopt 
or reject each paragraph. It was decid- 
ed to allow the special committee from 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
the special committee from the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce full privileges 
of the floor, but not the privilege of 
voting on the final results, this final 
vote on each paragraph of such bills 
as the Commissioners’ association 
might decide upon to be left entirely 
from a voting standpoint, up to their 
committee. 

With four or five minor amendments, 
the bill as submitted by Mr. Davis was 
finally adopted as a whole by the com- 
mittee of the County Commissioners As- 
sociation of the State. Only one par- 
agraph of the finally adopted bill re- 
ceived a single dissenting vote from 
the committee. In fact, the meeting of 
the committee gradually developed into 
a regular love feast and all differences 
were buried and a common purpose 
manifested to frame a bill which would 
be passed by the coming session of the 
legislature.

Frederick, Marshallville; Charles L. 
Davis, Warm Springs; Dr. W. L. Gil- 
bert, Atlanta: J. M. Hodgson, Ath- 
ens; E. E. Fields, Canton: Dr. A. Flem- 
ing, Waycross: V. H. Kriegshaber, At- 
lanta; W. T. Winn, Atlanta; Walter P.

Permanent Campaign Committee. 


After the adoption of the bill the 
committee resolved itself into a per- 
manent campaign organization, electing 
Judge Moses Wright permanent chair- 
man and Edward Young Clarke, sec- 
retary-manager of the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as permanent secre- 
tary. A committee also adopted the 
following resolutions: 

“Resolved, That the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce be requested to throw its influ- 
ence behind the bill adopted by this com- 
mittee and be requested to seek the co- 
operation in the effort to pass same by the 
the local commercial organizations of the 
State, and to have printed as early as pos- 
sible copies of the bill for distribution to 
the members of the legislature, members of 
the board of county commissioners of the 
“atl to all local commercial organiza- 

tee 

A resolution was also adopted in- 
structing the chairman of the commit- 
tee to request Walter P. Andrews, of 
Fulton; Morton Turner, of ‘Brooks; H. 
H. Elders, of Tattnall; John Bale, of 
Floyd, and other members of the leg- 
islature interested in state highway 
commission legislation, to jointly in- 
troduce this ‘bill as a substitute for 
the pending bill on the calendar of 
the next session of the legislature. 

Mr. Andrews, who was present at 
the meeting, agreed to comply with 
the request of the committee, and Mor- 
ton Turner, who is chairman of the 
highway commission committee of the 
legislature, has already consented to 
introduce and stand for any bill adopt- 
ed by the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce and the County Commisisoners’ 
association, and it is believed the other 
men named will also agree to sign the 
bill and let it be introduced jointly 
from them as a gubstitute for the bill 
now on the calendar. 


Members Are Elated. 


The individual members of the com- 
mittees were expressly elated over the 
outcome of the meeting and the added 
impetus it aparently has given to the 
movement intended to place Georgta in 
the front rank as a state of good roads.

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AN INVESTMENT IN BOYS. 


It is planned to build up the Boy Scout 
organization in Atlanta and vicinity from 4 
meager membership of 200 to 2,000 or more 
within the next two years. This can be 
easily done, and the organization put on a 
permanent and extensive basis with just a 
little help from Atlantans. 

The Boy Scouts and those back of the 
organization are asking that help. They 
want a fund which will enable them to em- 
ploy a regular executive head and an assist- 
ant, and to open and maintain permanent 
headquarters. They want and are asking 
only what is necessary to build and strength- 
en the organization, to make it attractive to 
the average boy and to make the Boy Scouts 
a source of present help to the community, 
as well as a foundation for better citizenship. 

No city can make any better or more prof- 
itable investment than what it puts into 
its boys. There has never been capitalized any 
enterprise which yielded anything like the 
return that comes from substantial backing 
given a future citizen. 

The organization of Boy Scouts ought not 
need any introduction or explanation to the 
people of Atlanta or any other city. Pages 
have been written about it; and there is no 
one who knows or understands the organiza- 
tion but indorses it as one of the “happy 
hits’? of the century. 

There is nothing military about the Boy 
Scouts except discipline. They have nothing 
to do with arms and ammunition. It is an 
open-air proposition. It keeps the boys out 
of doors. It teaches them to lead good, clean 
lives. It teaches them to acquire knowledge 
by observation—the best and most lasting of 
all knowledge. Vocational and scientific 
knowledge is thus acquired in fifty-eight dif- 
ferent branches. It puts them upon honor; 
a court of honor is a part and parcel of the 
organization of every troop. The word of a 
good Boy Scout is as good as the bond of a 
Rockefeller. 

Certainly no community can ignore an op- 
portunity to build an organization such as 
this. There are said to be some 20,000 boys 
of “scout” age in and around Atlanta. Every 
one of them should be a member of the or- 
ganization. It would mean 20,000 better citi- 
zens in less than ten years’ time. 

To get them all in is almost beyond the 
realm of hope. But the Atlanta organization 
can be strengthened. It can be built a thou- 
sand per cent in twelve months’ time. It 
will be, if Atlanta gets back of the present

ENGLAND’S READINESS. 


England is getting sensitive as to critli- 
cism of the part she is playing in the war, 
and as an answer to her critics, and to en- 
lighten the public, she presents a film story 
of her naval and land operations, as far as 
possible, to show that “England is Ready.’’ 

That is the title of the film presentation, 
of which The London Globe says: 


This is part of a propaganda to en- 
lighten public opinion in France as to 
the immense effort Great Britain has 
made and is making. It has been evi- 
dent for some time, particularly since the 
beginning of the battle of Verdun, that 
the Germans are making attempts to dis- 
turb relations between France and Eng- 
land by suggesting that Great Britain is 
not doing its full share. 


In order to disprove this, it is stated that 
@ party of French journalists were sent to 
the British front, and the articles subse- 
quently appearing in representative French 
journals were entirely favorable, “almost 
lyrically laudatory,” as the London paper 
expresses it. 

Just what the English fleet has done 
and is doing in safeguarding allied interests 


will be shown on the films, and the pre- 


diction is that the exhibition “will open the 
eyes of the allies as nothing else could do.” 
_ In regard to the criticism England deems 
unjust, it is but fair to say that the British 
ministry and mismanagement of military 


igns have given ground for it. The | 


home press is continually urging the minor- 
ity to settle home quarrels once and for all 
and “get busy;” placing the responsibility 
for failure here and there and tardiness of 
action on ministerial incompetence. After 
fatal blunderg it becomes a case of “blam- 
ing each other.” This state of affairs has 
given rise to the criticism that “England is 
doing more fighting at home than abroad.” 

Now, however, there is the incontestible 
proof of the films that “England is Ready” 
on all fronts, with somewhat of a watchful 
waiting policy, but waiting, lionlike, to 
spring. 


A LIVE STOCK CONFERENCE. 


Announcement of the call for a statewide 
conference on live stock raising in Georgia, 
to be held at Moultrie June 27 and 28, under 
the auspices of the Moultrie Chamber of 
Commerce and the Georgia branch of the 
Southern Settlement and Development Or- 
gar.ization, contains this important and sig- 
nifcant stavement: 


The officials of the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development Organization are 
of the opinion that the most effective 
method of quickening the settlement of 
the unused lands of Georgia by desirable 
people is to concentrate its energies wpon 
the development of the live stock in- 
dustry, which must necessarily form the 
basis of the future prosperity of Georgia 
agriculture. 


This statement of the case, more strongly 
than anything else, emphasizes the impor- 
tance of lending helpful encouragement to 
live stock growing through every possible 
agency. 

This conference, called by Chairman J. 
Ward Motte, of the Southern Settlement and 
Development Organization in Georgia, acting 
in conjunction with the Moultrie Chamber 
of Commerce, will spend two days in a 
series of practical discussions relating to 
the live stock industry. It is planned to 
have present experts upon all phases of live 
stock raising, and every possible problem in 
connection with the industry will be given 
attention and consideration. 

Encouragement of the industry is not 
only a question of local sentiment, but de- 
pends upon the attitude of every agency 
which has to do with the problem. More 
particularly just now does it depend upon 
the railroads, whose pending effort to secure 
increased freight rates upon cattle and 
meats is the most serious blow which has 
threatened it since its development was agi- 
tated in Georgia. Certainly, the problem of 
quickening the settlement of Georgia’s un- 
used lands through the development of the 
live stock industry, “which must necessarily 
form the basis of the future prosperity of 
Georgia agriculture,” can scarcely be hoped 
for, if it is to be weighted down with bur- 
dens in the very beginning of it. 

There should be, too, some molding of 
public sentiment by the Moultrie conference. 
There is a noted disposition on the part of 
some cattle owners in certain sections of 
the state to oppose the compulsory dipping 
of their cattle for the purposes of tick 
eradication and the elimination of Texas 
fever. Concerning this phase of the prob- 
lem, The Albany Herald says: 


A good many of the farmers of 
Thomas county are protesting against the 
compulsory dipping of cattle, and a 
meeting, attended by about a thousand, 
at Thomasville passed resotutions re- 
questing that the county conrmmissioners 
call an election to determine whether. 
the dipping of cattle should be com- 
pulsory. It is said that not all those 
who protest against the compulsory 
feature of the tick eradication campaign 
are opposed to dipping their cattle, but 
most of them resent the idea of being 
compelled to do it. 


This is unfortunate. Tick eradication has 
been reduced to an absolutely scientific 
basis, but it can not be done without cam- 
plete co-operation on the part of all cattle 
owners. Proper development of the live 
stock industry in Georgia demands that this 
state shall wholly rid itself of the cattle tick. 
This splendid campaign, in which the federal 
government is bearing a large share of the 
expense, should not be hampered even in 
the smallest detail by the attitude of any 
single cattle owner. Certainly, none who 
has his community interest at heart will 
stand in the way of it. 

These are but two of the many important 
problems which the Moultrie conference will 
have to consider. It should be attended by 
every cattle grower in Georgia and by every 
one interested in the development of the 
industry. It is a conference which will un- 
questionably have important bearing upon 
the future of the industry throughout the 
state. 


TWO WOMEN DELEGATES. 

Whether Georgia extends to woman the 
rizht of suffrage or not, it is now a settled 
fact that this state is going to be represented 
this year in one of the leading national po-. 
litical conventions by two of its well-known 
women—Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Cartersville, 
and Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, of Gainesville, 
who will sit as legally selected delegates in 
the national convention of the progressive 
party at Chicago in June.

Dr. Wasson Makes Reply 
to Rev. West’s Article 


Editor Constitution: Rev. W. ‘E. West, 
of the M. E. church, Tallapoosa, Ga., made 
some very illuminating, and yet none-the-less 
untenable, observations anent Methodist 
union in a sort of criticism of my recent 
communication to your paper touching Meth- 
Odist union. Brother West’s ecclesiastical 
astigmatism igs so patent that charity in- 
clines me to pass his remarks by in silence, 
but the cause of Methodist unity is so great 
that a few words more may be pardonable. 

If Brother West is unable to distinguish 
between a cause and an occasion, there is 
no hope for him. He cites certain references 
to the journal of the first general conference 
of the M. E. church, south, and from South- 
ern Methodist Handbook for 1916. I have 
not examined the references, but I am sure 
the citations are correct. But whatever may 
be our desires, we might as well recognize 
at the outset that we are not going to 
Zain anything by reading into records of 
history, or fact, something that does not be- 
long there. This is what the good brother 
from Tallapoosa has done, whether intention- 
al or unintentional, I am not able to deter- 
mine. It seems to me, however, that any- 
one able to get the meaning of good English 
would be able to see that the question of 
the episcopacy, as Bishop Andrew was re- 
lated to it, was immediately the concern of 
the southern members of the general con- 
ference from the journal of which the good 
brother made his quotation. Not slavery, 
but the episcopacy as effected by the aboli- 
tion advocates, was the burden of the very 
words quoted. 

Now, further, the reference to the de- 
cisive vote in Bishop Andrew's case agrees 
with the other reference in locating the con- 
tention in differing views of the office of 
bishop. No vote was called on slavery, nor 
any phase of slavery. The vote was on the 
issue whether Bishop Andrew should “de- 
Sist from the exercise of his office so long 
48 this impediment should remain.” The 
whole dispute was over the point whether 
a bishop might be deposed by a vote of the 
conference without due process of accusa- 
tion and trial, which method of procedure 
was,andis yet, fixed in the legal and con- 
Stitutional establishment of the office of 
bishop. 

Bishop Andrew was _ objectionable to 
northern conferences because he had married 
&@ widow who owned slaves. The laws of 
the state of South Carolina did not allow 
these slaves to be given their freedom. This 
close affiliation with slavery subjected Bishop 
Andrew to criticism by abolitionists. Though 
many of the slaves in the south had been 
sold to their owners by former masters in 
the north, or by northern traders, who found 
that Slavery as an institution did not pay 
in the north, but was profitable in the rice 
and cane and cotton fields of the south, 
separation from their former chattels grew 
a flaming sympathy in the hearts of the re- 
cent slave owners at the north, and aboli- 
tion was hot in the air. 

_ The attack on Bishop Andrew was a cun- 
ning move of the hottest abolitionists. They 
dared not introduce the simple question of 
Slavery. It was long a matter of record that 
Methodism was adverse to the fact of African 
Slavery. Time and again, slavery had been 
deplored and condemned by the Methodists in 
America. Bishop Andrew did not own 
slaves, and it is even clear that those over 
which the attack on his official standing 
was made might have had their freedom, if 
the laws of his state had permitted their 
emancipation. But unreasoning agitators 
sought to depose him from his office with- 
out legal process, and for this unwarranted 
abuse of the fundamental law of the Meth- 
Odist episcopacy the southern delegates re- 
sented the move. 

Bishop Joshua Soule, a Massachusetts 
Methodist, then the senior bishop of the 
undivided church, said of the proposed ac- 
tion: “It deposes Bishop Andrew without 
form of trial.” The whole issue, as every 
well-informed Methodist knows, was simply 
this: Is a Methodist bishop a mere “crea- 
ture of the general conference,” an offi- 
cial functionary of that body, subject to re- 
moval at will, without charge or regular 
process of trial? The north said by its ac- 
tion: The bishop is a mere creature re- 
movable at will without complaint, accusa- 
tion, or trial. A mere majority can at any 
time retire a bishop from his office. The 
south said: Once a bishop, always a bishop 
until deprived of office by formal charges 
and due trial according to the well-defined 
law and usage of the church. 

Brother West will find out that this 
widely differing view of the episcopacy will 
find due emphasis now in the approaching 
move toward union. Iam as warm and de- 
vout a believer in the old south as ever 
brooked to speak her tongue, but I am in 
sympathy with the proposed union. 

Oh, yes; I most forgot to say in taking 
my leave that I do most surely believe that 
“The black man has a soul.”

WILLAST, SAYS HAMLIN 


Head of Federal Reserve Board 
Entertained by Governor 
Joseph A. McCord. 


That the general prosperous condi- 
tion of the entire country is sound and 
will continue after the European war 
is over is the opinion of Charles B. 
Hamlin, governor of the federal re- 
serve board in Washington, who spent 
yesterday in Atlanta. Mr. milin 
stopped over in Atlanta en route to 
Macon, where he will deliver the prin- 
Cipal address before the Georgia 
Bankers’ association Friday. 

Mr. Hamlin arrived in Atlanta 
Thursday morning at 6 o’clock and 
was the guest for the day of Governor 
Joseph A. McCord, of the federal re- 
serve bank of Atlanta. At a luncheon 
tendered him at the Capital City club 
by Mr. McCord and M. B. Wellborn, 
federa] reserve agent for the Atlanta 
district, Mr. Hamlin met representa- 
tives of the clearing house banks and 
trust companies of Atlanta. 

Mr. Hamlin will make the principal 
eubject of his address before the state 
bankers at Macon Friday the relation 
of the state bank to the federal re- 
serve system. He will advise state 
banks in Georgia to avail themselves 
of the opportunity offered them to be- 
come members of the federal reserve 
system, and he will explain to 
state bank representatives the bene- 
fits, present and future, to be derived 
from such an affiliation. 

Mr. Hamlin is pleased with the 
recommendation that congress allow 
national banks to take stock in Ameri- 
can corporations authorized to do a 
banking business in foreign countries, 
with a view to extending the credit 
facilities for American business con- 
cerns in foreign countries, Under pres- 
ent conditions, he points out, only 
banks with a capital stock of $1,000,000 
or more are authorized to open 
- branches in foreign countries, and that 
banking concerns are thus greatly 
handicapped. He believes that the new 
suggestion will do much to relieve this 
situation and expand the foreign trade 
of the United States. 

Mr. Hamlin finds that the estab- 
lishment of the federal reserve system 
has resulted in the establishment of a 
splendid confidence in the financial 
and economic conditions of the coun- 
try, the effect of which was most 
salutary under the conditions which 
existed at the outbreak of the Euro- 

ean war just when this system was 
naugurated.

WILL TEST VALIDITY 
OF HARRISON DRUG ACT 


Macon, Gea., May 25.—(Spé€cial.)—The 
validity of the Harrison narcotic law 
will be tested in the United States dis- 
trict court here tomvrrow, when Hugh 
McKervey, manager of a drug store in 
East Macon and Dr. W. F. Carroll, an 
East Macon physician, go to trial, the 
former on three counts and the latter 
on two counts of vioration of the drug 
law relative to the sate of narcotics. 

Attorney W. D. McNeil, who repre- 
sents McKervey, has filed a demurrer 
in which he gets forth the following: 

“We contend that under the guise 
of a revenue raising power, congress 
is in reality endeavoring to control 
and regulate commerce within the 
state. They thereby transcend their 
power and the act is unconstitutional.” 

The position taken by Mr. McNeil is 
that a similar act passed by the state 
would be constitutional. 

District Attorney E. M. Donaldson 
takes the opposite view of it, saying: 

“Congress has the power to raise 
revenue from the manufacture - and 
sale of whisky in a state and the 
same power can be extended to nar- 
cotics.”’

Holley’s body was sent to Stone 
Mountain to the residence of a sister, 
Mrs. J. H. Hicks, where funeral serv- 
ices conducted by Rev. Charles Johnson 
will be held this morning.  Inter- 
ment will follow in the Stone Mountain 
cemetery. 

Besides his two sisters, Holley is 
Survived by one brother, John Holley. 

According to statements made at the 
inquest, Holley had been out of work, 
“broke” and despondent.

Fig- 
ures on the Kansas yield were also 
much diminished, according to current 
opinions, one widely accepted total be- 
ing 75,000,000 bushels, whereas the lat- 
est state report suggested 108,000,000 
bushels. Under such circumstances of- 
fers so sell wheat were decidedly scarce 
the greater part of the day, but, on the 
other hand, the attempts to buy showed 
a material broadening out. 

Two interruptions to the upward 
course of the wheat market took place 
—one just after the opening, the other 
shortly before the close. Predictions 
of cooler temperatures and possible 
showers, especially in Oklahoma, caused 
the transient early setback. Lbown- 
turns near the end of the session re- 
sulted chiefly from weakness of the 
corn market. <A sustaining influence, 
however, was liberal foreign buying, 
which included 1,240,000 bushels for 
the government of Greece.

He 
reported that 115 colored teachers had 
been examined, none of whom were 
found to be afflicted with tuberculosis; 
and out of 580 white teachers, no case 
of infectious tuberculosis was found. 
rs. H. Kriegshaber, vice chair- 
man of the board of lady visitors, read 
a detailed report of the work the board 
has done in inspecting the various 
negro schools of the city. Attached to 
the report were numerous recommenda- 
tions for improvements, since defects, 
either in builaing or equipment, or both, 
were found in practicaily every school 
for colored children. Particularly did 
the report express regret for the lack 
of proper industrial training in these 
schools. As a first step toward im- 
provement in this respect Superinten- 
dent Landrum suggested that either 
the Taylor street of the Young street 
school be used exclusively for indus- 
trial training for negro pupils above 
the seventh grade. 


Board Compliments Miss Brown. 


Mrs. Kriegshaber announced the 
resignation of Miss Cora Brown as 
president of the board of lady visitors, 
and the chairman of the board was 
authorized to appoint a committee of 
three to draft a set of resolutions ex- 
pressing the board’s appreciation of 
Miss Brown’s work for the schools and 
its regret as her resignation. 

Miss Smith reported that the special 
classes during the year had accommo- 
dated a total of 72 retarded, sub-nor- 
mal or deficient children, and have at 
the present time 52 enrolled. There 
are four special classes, limited to a 
membership of fourteen pupils each. 

During the year 61 children were ex- 
amined for physical infirmities. Of 
these, 33 were found to be defective 
and 20 were treated by operations, us- 
ually for the removal of adenoids or 
tonsils. 

The board received and formally rec- 
ommended the acceptance of a tender 
by the Exposition Cotton mills, by Al- 
len F. Johnson, president, of a_ lot 
bounded by Marietta street, 380 feet; 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, 347 feet; Ashby street; 280 feet, 
and the Exposition mills grounds, 615 
feet, for a school building site.
